Azerbaijan 

HERE is another of those odd 
named countries in which most 
; stamp collectors know very little 
about. Aierbaijan. pronounced A- 
ZER-Bf-JAN. is located in the south- 
'errmott tip of Russia in Europe and 
'lies in the Caucasian ' Mountains. 
east of the Caspian Sea arid north 
of Persia. 

The people of Azerbaijan number- 
ing between three to four million. 
are mostly of Turkish descent with 
Persians next in predominance. Some 
of the inhabitants are direct de- 
scendants of the early Tartars and 
Moslems who roamed about this 
locality long before Christ. 

Azerbaijan for many long years 
has been a part of the Russian Em- 
pire. In October 1917. when the 
Empire fell. Azerbaijan declared its 
independence and set up a republic. 
During thi, period, Azerbaijan print- 
ed its own postage stamps. Due to 
a lack of supplies, the stamps ware 
printed in a process and on a paper 
similar to the printing of this book. 
The finished stamps were not per- 
forated and really look as though

they have been cut out of comic 
books with a scissors. 

j In 1920. after some inter- 
nal difficulties, a committee ap- 
pealed to Soviet Russia for assis- 
tance and on April 28th of that 
year Azerbaijan was admitted to 
the Union of Soviet Socialistic Re- 
publics (USSR). Since 1923. Russian 
stamps have been in use in Azer- 
baijan.
